winter egg production Is one of the 
uppermost topics with poultry owners 
Just now. Early In the winter plans 
should be made for starting incuba- 
tors. Hatching ought to be in full 
_bl«»t all through March and April, 
'therefore the present i» none too soon 
to provide for the eggs of good laying 
and breeding stock for hatching pur- 
poses. It nay be necessary to send to 
experts «r dealers to get the right kind 
of eggs. There needs to be certainty 
about this branch of the business. 
Guesswork will not do, and in looking 
into the question of poultry fitness 
both the male and female stock must 
be considered. Assuming that eggs 
from a good laying strain are avail- 
able as needed, hatching should start 
early enough so that pullets may be 
secured In March and April up to the 
number required the following winter.

or four weeks pullets and cockerels 
should be separated. The latter may 
be fattened and marketed when abont 
two months old. The pallets need 
clean yards and free range on pleas- 
ant days, but must be housed during 
stormy periods even in .«ummer. 
It 


should be the aim to have them 
healthy and free from vermin. If 
there are lice among the poultry, meth- 
ods must be found for getting rid of 
them. 
In addition to such ordinary 


methods as rubbing insect powders 
upon the flesh and through tbe feath- 
ers, dust bins should, be provided. 
Greasing chickens 1§ a simple and ef- 
fective remedy if coupled with dust 
baths. See that all tbe fowls and all the 
buildings are kept free from vermin. 


Feeding. Is not to be forced, but the 


pullets need to be kept growing in a 
uniform way. They should not be al- 
lowed free access to plowed ground 
more than one or two days in a week, 
as they are apt to eat more worms 
than are good for them. On a grass 
range of an acre or two they will pick 
up about the right quantity of Insects 
for correct feeding. If they have no 
chance to do this a little chopped meat 
or ground bone should be provided 
about every other day, In connection 
with a diet of clipped or ground oats, 
wheat or some of the standard poultry 
foods. Chickens require considerable 
?reen stuff, and they relish nearly all 
kinds of vegetables. Root crops, such 
as beets, carrots, turnips Hnd potatoes, 
need to be boiled. Clean water and
